They  Came  to  America 


GEORGE  AND  ELIZABETH  (HERR)  FUNK  who  lived  in 
Baden,  Germany  reared  a  family  of  nine  children — Four  boys 
and  five  girls.  They  farmed  at  Eihof,  near  Mannheim,  and  along 
with  his  farming,  the  father  was  a  min'ster  of  the  Apostolic 
Christian  Church.  — 

When  their  eldest  son  Jacob  grew  to  manhood  he  was  called 
into  the  military  service  of  his  country.  Fearing  that  the  other 
boys  would  also  be  called  when  they  “came  of  age”,  the  parents 
decided  to  sell  their  possessions  and  move  to  America — the  land 

of  FREEDOM. 

They  sailed  in  1866  and  that  spring  found  them  establishing 
their  first  American  home  southwest  of  Roanoke,  Illinois.  T.ris 
first  home  was  a  small  one  located  near  the  Apostolic  Christian 

Church. 

The  children  worked  out  as  hired  help  that  year,  as  did 
the  father.  In  1867  they  rented  a  farm  from  a  Mr.  Bittner  and 
moved  there,  the  father  having  to  pay  three  dollars  a  bushel 
for  the  wheat  that  he  sowed  that  year. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Funk  moved  their  family  again  in  the  soring 
of  1871  to  a  farm  north  of  Gridley  which  they  had  rented.  The 
former  followed  the  ministry  for  his  church,  along  with  farm¬ 
ing,  until  sickness  and  death  overcame  him  on  September  25  of 
that  year.  His  remains  were  intered  by  the  Apostolic  Christian 
Church  at  Gridley — a  new  settlement — his  burial  being  the  first 
in  the  church  cemetery. 

His  widow  and  family  held  the  rental  of  the  farm,  the  two 
sons,  Henry  and  John,  each  taking  part  of  the  land  to’cultivate. 
Their  younger  brother,  Christian,  worked  for  them  and  they 
also  employed  a  hired  man.  This  arrangement  was  kept  until 
1874  when  they  decided  that  it  would  be  for  the  best  for  only 
one  son  to  continue  farming  them  The  decision  as  to  which  son 
would  remain  was  arrived  at  by  drawing  straws  and  it  fell  to 
Henry/ 

John  then  moved  to  a  farm  three  miles  east  of  their  home 
and  later  moved  to  Morton,  Illinois  locality. 

Christian  started  farming  northeast  of  Gridley  and  then 
moved  to  a  farm  southwest  of  Flanagan.  In  1899  he  moved  to  a 
i.arm  southeast  of  Gridley  which  he  purchased  for  $60.00  an 
acre — a  very  high  price  at  that  time.

Jacob  Funk,  who  remained  in  Germany,  spent  most  of  his 
adult  life  in  the  military  service.  He  apparently  served  his  re¬ 
quired  time  with  the  Army,  and  liking  that  life,  followed  a 
custom  popular  then  of  doing  the  service  for  others  who  did 
not  care  for  Army  life  and  were  willing  to  pay  him  for  so  doing. 

He  served  as  an  officer  in  the  war  between  France  and 
Germany  in  1870  and  1871  and  it  is  related  that  he  had  several 
narrow  escapes  and  exciting  experiences.  We  are  told  that  on.' 
time  he  escaped  capture  by  the  French  by  hiding  in  a  bake  oven, 
and,  through  its  partly-open  door  watched  the  enemy  as  they 
searched  for  him.  Later  he  made  his  get-away,  rejoined  his  com¬ 
pany  and  commanded  two  of  his  men  to  undress,  strap  axes  to 
their  backs,  swim  a  river  and  destroy  a  bridge.  This  brought 
victory  to  his  company  and,  coupled  with  other  gallant  and 
strategic  moves,  caused  him  to  win  many  honors.
